table an example as modern literature af 
fords of this first aud noblest mission of 
letters. Though entitled an elegy and 
written to commemorate the virtues of 
the poet's personal friend—and in this 
sense appropriately restricted in its 
range—it takes up and develops the 
great ideas of God and the universe; of 
man and the soul and duty and destiny; 
of life and death and,immortality;, of 
good and evil, right and wrong; of sci- 
ence, philosophy, ethics aud religion, so 
as, in a word, virtually to cover tho 
spacious area of truth aud to make the 
reader feel that ho is dealing with the 
profoundest problems of earth and 
heaven. Hence "In Memoriarn" is some- 
thing moro and greater than a mere 
poem. 
It is a kind of compendium of 


theology aud philosophy, of the divini- 
ties and humanities in new and striking 
form, furnishing food for thought to ev- 
ery thinking man who reads it. 


Hence to onr mind the fame of Ten- 


nysoii and its permanence rest more 
upon such a product as this than -upon 
any other of his works. "Maud," "The 
Princess," "Lndy Godiva," "Enoch 
Arden," aro choice and attractive 
poems, but scarcely to bo cited in the 
same connection with this pootio mas- 
terpiece. 


Similarly rich in these qnalities is 


tbo marvelous genius of the Shakespear- 
ean drama, making that classification 
just which insists upon placing Shakes- 
peare by himself, as having no legiti- 
mate rival in tho province of English 
literature.

plays evince this first condition of lit- 
erary greatness in their respective em- 
bodiment of some great thought.—Pro- 
fessor T. W. Hunt iu Forum.

aud of western New England. By the 
improvement of the 
steamboat river 


travel at once became so cheap and 
speedy that tho country dealers and the 
farmers themselves could go straight 
down to New York to buy goods or do 
their shopping at first hand. 
This 


brought a great deal of new business, 
both wholesale and retail, to New York, 
some of which was taken away from its 
rival cities.

Yet the supply seems none 
the loss, and all the eharpshooting is 
bnt a waste of powder and balls. Year 
after year there are reported from 1,200 
to 1,500 sheep killed in Nebraska and 
Kansas by wolves, and the hundreds of 
dollars spent for bounties have produced 
little diminution of the plague. 


Sometime tho bounties are not what 


they are purported to be. The people of 
a western county found ouce that they 
were being taxed very heavily for the 
paymeut of this sort of expense and 
tbat certain hunters were buying new 
farms out of tho proceeds of their prow- 
ess on tbe plains. An examination fol- 
lowed, mid it was found that there was 
in existence an endless chain in eompar 
ison with which the greenbacks aud 
(?oltl reserve make but a feeble showing. 
At tho rear of the county clerk's office, 
where tbo redeemed scalps were thrown, 
was » convenient opening iu the wall, 
and through this the scalps were pulled 
i'i the night, to be presented at tbe 
noun tor in the 
morning for another 


,. bounty of $3 each. It was estimated that 


the county had paid for one set of scalps 
not less than 12 times, and the empti- 
ness of tbe treasury was explained. The 
saddest part, of tho happening was that 
tho schemers saw the investigators at 
the bolo and became bounty jumpers at 
once—jumping 
the county for safer 


climes. 


Another curious circumstance was 


noticed by tbe officers of two counties 
adjoining in central Kansas. Tbe officers 
of one were paying out money every 
nav for wolf scalps while tbe others sel- 
dom had any demands for the reward. 
Each of the hunters was compelled to 
swear that he had killed the wolf inside 
we boundaries of the county where the 
scalp was presented, and there was no 
reason for doubting the truth of the tes- 
timony. Bnt what could be the reason 
« tho disparity in the claims? One day 
a settler's son was questioned: 


'] Where did you kill this wolf?"

Then IMJ Within Short Range, and With 
Rifles the Spanish Force WM Reduced 
• nd Finally Conquered.

Mr. Stockton tells of the ad- 
ventures 
of Bartholemy Portuguez, 


Who, 
with a small crew iu a small ves- 


sel, captured a huge Spanish merchant- 
man iu the Caribbean sea. Mr. Stockton 
says: The little pirate sailed boldly to- 
ward tho big Spaniard, and tho latter 
vessel, utterly astonished at tho audac- 
ity of this attack—for tho pirates' flag 
was flyiug—lay to, bead to the wind, 
and waited, tbo gunners standing by 
their cauuou. 
Wueu the pirates had 


come near enough to see nud understand 
the size aud power of the vessel they 
had thought of attacking, they did not, 
as might have been expected, put about 
and sail away at the best of their ves- 
sel's speed, but they kept straight ou 
their course, as if they were about to 
fall upou a groat, unwieldy merchant- 
man manned by common sailors. 


Perceiving tho foolhnrdiuess of the 


little vessel, the Spanish commander 
determined to give it a lesson which 
would teach its captain to understand 
better tbe relative power of great ves- 
sels aud little cues, so as soon as the 
pirates' vessel was near enough hn or- 
dered a broadside fired upon it.
